VERY SHARP CRITICISM

Colonel Roosevelt Delivers Fif- 
teen Speeches in a Day in 
West Virginia and Kentucky. 
Great and Cheering Crowds 
Greeted Him at Every Sta- 
tion. 


Louisville, Ky.. April 3.—President 
Taft's statement that he is a progres- 
sive was disputed by Colonel Roose- 
velt, in a speech here tonight. The 
former president said Mr. Taft in some 
of his acts had shown himself to be 
reactionary. In support of this con- 
tention, Colonel! Roosevelt went over 
the reeord of the present administra- 
tion in certain particulars, and crit- 
icised it sharply. : 

* Broke Record for Speeches. 

The colopel’s speech came at the end 
of the first day of his week of cam- 
naigning through West Virginia, KNen- 
tucky, Dlinois and Pennsylvania. He 
broke his record for speeches for the 
present. campaign, deliverme fifteen to- 
day. All but two were given at rail- 
way stations from his car. Every- 
where he found large crowds and a 
cordial reception. 

“In his recent speech at Philadel- 
phia,’ Colonel Roosevelt said, “Presi- 
dent Taft stated that he was a pro- 
gressive, and this raises the question 
as \lo what a progressive is.” 

The colone! gave his definition of a 
Progressive, on the basis of which he 
undertook an analysis of the attitude 
of the administration toward a num- 
her of questions. 

Four vears ago Colonel Roosevelt 
said. Mr. Taft was supported by the 
progressives and opposed by “‘repre- 
sentatives of special privilege.” 

Speaking of the courts, the colonel 
asserted that when the president sup- 
ported “these courts’ ~ Which - declare) 
that the people have no power to do 
that he “shows himself} 
€ reactionary.” 
in West Virginia, Colonel 
delivered seven speeches. : 

First Stop in Nentucky. 

(Crossing the line into Kentucky, his 
first stop was at Ashland, where ~ his 
car was switched from the -regular 
train to a special for the run into 
Louisville. Here he spoke in a building 
made of pine boards and tar paper, in 
which revival meetings are being held. 
(in the wavy to Louisville he made six 
short speeches. 

At Lexington the crowd was so great 
that it was almost impossible for Colo- 
toosevelt to make a. speech. He 
was unable to make himself heard 
from the piatform of his car, and at- 
tempted to go to the steps of the: sta- 
tion. He was caught in the jam, and 
had a hard struggle before he was 
finally able to extricate himself. 

Leaving Louisville late tonight, Colo- 
nel Roosevelt is due at Cincinnati at 
-:25 a. m. tomorrow. He will 
there for only a few minutes. 
eolonel’s secretary was at work today 
upon the itinerary for the remainder 
of the trip: the extension of the jour- 
ney into Illinois and Pennsylvania hav- 
ing been decided upon so hastily that

“We are in this @ountry, in respect 
to every business, on a protéctive ba- 
sis,’ said the president. “I do not 
mean that every business needs a pro- 
tective tariff. to enable it to Hve, but 
{i mean that there are so many busi- 
nesses thet are dependent on a pro- 
téctive tariff Sesag they may live, that 
to take away a protective tariff from 
them would disturb the whole business. 
foundation of the country. 

“Therefore, it is essential that when 
we, who are charged with authority as 
to the adoption of laws and the forma- 
tion of tariff bills, attempt to amend 
them, we should know that we are 
touching the business of the country 
and probably affecting its prosperity. 
Reforms are all right, and I am «# 
much in fuvor of them, if I see that 
they are real reforms, as anybody, but 
the thing that makes most for happi- 
ness ts good business and prosperity.” 

Laws that affect the business of the 
country and may prove a menace to 
prosperity, the president said, should 
not be made “by rule of thumb,” or 
with “blacksmiths’ tools,” but “upon 
sound information and advice.” 

Sanitary improvements in southern 
cotton mills constitute one of the most 
important changes in cotton mill con- 
struction, according to J. E. Sirrine, of 
Greenville, §& C.. who addressed the 
association today.

Refuse is running 
into the overtiow, which covers a Wide 
area. Tonight Bayou Gayoso is over 
the banks on Poplar avenue, within 
three-quarters of a mile of the prin- 
cipal business district of the city. 

In many streets water is standing | 
to a depth of six or seven feet, and! 
thoroughfares whic}, up to a few days | 
ago were thick with vehicles are | 
stretches of water, with here and 
there a skiff or frail raft moving about 
with residents endeavoring to rescue 
their submerged belongings. Every | 
hour the water is making further en- 
croaciments. 

Lack of labor is hampering the work 
of combating the river. Where the! 
Water is mounting to the levee crests | 
farmers gre awed and can give little 
aid, while the forces gathered in the 
cities are far below the requirements. 

Chief Point of nger. 

The uppér St. Francis levee district 
is regarded as the principal point af 
danger now north of Memphis, ex- 
eept for a short strip of levee directly 
above the city. Tomorrow the gov. 
ernment engineers will concentrate 
their efforts at the latter point and the 
‘sloughing embankment will he 
strengthened. Along the White river 
front the full effect of the great vol- 
ume of water will not be felt for sev. 
eral days. South of Memphis the 
levees are reported strong.

“Spare” rooms are filled, attics and 
céllars have been converted into liv- 
ing quarters and even the cattle have 
been turned out of the barns that some 
unfortunate may have a sleeping place, 

Refugees came to Hickman tuday by 
the boatioad, in wagons and on foot. 
Quickly as they come some provision 
is made and they are cared for. From 
the Missouri shore, where the levee 
broke yesterday, men and women with 
their children are being rescued from 
house tops and tree branches. Some 
are pulled from the water, but so far 
no loss of life has been reported. To- 
night boats continue to cross. the 
river, each time returning with a 
human cargo. From behind the levees 
on the Kentucky side farmers and their 
families have come in droves, the 
women and children remaining, but the 
men returning to watch their lands 
and dwellings. 

The supply of foodstuffs in Hickman 
is running low, but the loaf is being 
shared with the hope that by tomorrow 
relief will come from the outside. Since 
Monday no trains have entered the 
city. Today a passenger train came to 
within eight miles with mail and ex- 
press matter which was hauled by 
wagon the-rest of the journey. Pas- 
sengers came by the same method. 

Railroad officials promise a resump- 
tion of traffic tamorrow. The first 
train will bring tents and food. 

Today the city’s only bakery went 
out of commission. Four thousand 
loaves of bread was among the express 
matter brought in today. 

Up to a late pour tonight the gov- 
ernment levee west of Hickman is hold- 
ing, although the water is lapping the 
top, and the embankment is sloughing. 
Fifty thousand sand bags have been 
piled on the levee. This exhausted the 
supply, but another consignment will 
arrive tomorrow and those directing 
the work gay the levee will stand and 
the inundation of farming lands will be 
averted. Business and  professiona! 
men are working in gangs with farm 
hands and government laborers. | 

The business district of Hickman is 
practically entirely under water and 
merchants have carted their stocks to 
the hills. where improvised stores have 
been set up. The factory distyict, 
where the levee broke Monday night, 
{s submerged, only the peaks of -the 
cottages formerly occupied by the 
workers showing above the water, 
while the belongings of the victims are 
floating away into the river. 

TWO TENNESSEE FARMERS 
DROWNED IN BACK WATER 

Nashville, Tenn., April 3.—Two farm- 
ers, George Smith and Minor Seay, were 
drowned late last night while en route 
home to Clarksville, Tenn., from Hop- 
kinsville, Ky. They were in a buggy 
two horses and drove into the 
back water from Red river, the buggy 
being Overturned, 

GREAT SUFFERING IS CAUSED 
BY FLOOD IN OHIO VALLEY 

Louisville, Ky., April 3.—The situa- 
tiOn all over the flooded district imme- 
adjacent to the Ohio and Mis- 
sissippi grew worse last night. The 
damage and suffefing have extended 
far iniand, where smaller streams have 
been swe@llen out of their banks ‘by 
heavy local rains and packwater. On 
railroads in West Kentucky a score of 
Washouts are reported. Hundreds of 
bridges are washed out on wagon 
roads, farms are inundated and the re- 
zion between the Tennessee and Mis- 
sissippi rivers is a vast lake dotted 
with tslands formed by the highlands, 
Many couniry people have had narrow 
escapes fording branches in an effort to 
reach high ground with their families 
and livestock. 

Shortage of food and the increasing 
danger of an epidemic are confronting 
citizens of the river towns. At Co- 
lumbus the water is seventeen feet deep 
in some streets, and accommodations 
are insufficient for the refugees, many 
of whom are risking their lives fleeing 
across the treacherous wastes to inland 
towns. 

ime intensifies the suffering at 
Hickman, where nine hundred houses 
were made the playthings of the water, 
which rushed through the big gap in 
the levee, and 2,000 people, for the 
most part families wf laborers, now 
out of employment, are homeless. 

Shoulq@ the gcovernment levee below 
Hickmafi break and inundate the rich 
Reelfoot Lake bottoms, heavily stocked 
with horses and cattle, it is estimated 
that the ioss would ‘be a million dol- 
lars.

HEAVIEST TIDE IN HISTORY 
OF THE CUMBERLAND RIVER 

Nashville. Temn., April 3.—The heavi- 
est tide that the Cumberland river has 
peured into the Ohio in fifteen years is 
now passing Nashville and the crest 
of the flood has;inot vet passed. The 
gauge reading this morning was 47%, 
with the river rising. Water is backed 
up all over the lowlands and hundreds 
of families have been forced from their 
homes. The people in one bend of the 
river, twelve miles from Nashville, to 
reach here must make a detour of foriy 
miles. The storm of Monday night, 
which swept over middle and west Ten- 
messee and set the flood going anew, 
was attended west of here by high 
winds that blew down or unroofed 
many barns and some houses. In Dick- 
son county a strip two hundred yards 
wide was swept clear for a long dis- 
tance. 
LEVEES ARE. BEING INSPECTED 


IN NEW ORLEANS DISTRICT 

New Orleans, Apri) 3.—Captain C. O. 
Sherrill, of the United States engineers, 
accompanied by assistants, left here 
last night in response to summons to 
make an inspection of all the levees 
below the city. The fleet of dredges. 
tugs and steamboats is held in readi- 
ness to move immediately, upon the 
receipt of information that levees in 
this territory need attention. State 
levee officials have ordered a thorough 
inspetion. 

The highest stage of the river ever 
recorded hére was 20.5 feet, in 1903. A 
20-foot stage has been predicted during 
the present rise. Unless the _ § flood 
reaches a 22-foot stage it is believed 
the levees about New Orleans will 
hold. 

RED CROSS TO GIVE HELP 


TO THE FLOOD SUFFERERS 
Washington, April 3.— Telegrams 
were sent from the national Red Cross 
headquarters here today to governors 
McCreary, of..Kentuck and Hadley, 
of Missouri, stating that $500 would 
be sent to each of these states as the 
nucleus of a local fund for flood suf- 
ferers. The Red Cross will also send 
a man into the flodded districts and 
will keep in touch with conditions as 
the flood moves down the Mississippi. 


STREETS OF MISSOURI TOWNS 


BECOME RAGING TORRENTS 
Maldin, Mo., April 3.—The flood situ- 
ation in the towns of New Madrid and 
Portageville is causing grave concern. 
In New Madrid every street is covered 
with water. Several small houses have 
been swept away. Portageville, on the 
main line of the Frisco railroad, is-also 
practically submerged, Water is within 
200 yards of La Forge, a point in New 
Madrid county never heretofore reach- 
ed. Fear of the inadequacy of the 
levee at Caruthersville has caused some 
residents of that place to come to Mal- 
din for safety.

THE NEGRO EXPOSITION. 


The senate’s appropriation of $250,000 for governmental repre- 
sentation at the exposition, projected by R. R. Wright, of Georgia, 
which is to jointly celebrate a half-century of freedom and of racial 
progress, is commendable. It is probable the exposition will be held 
in Savannah, or at least in some southern city associated equally 
with the old and new regimes. 

In defending the appropriation, Senator Root very appropri- 
ately made the point that the government had voted many millions 
to expositions at which representation of the negro was only casual. 
It was only just, he held, that a quarter of a million should be ex- 
pended to encourage an enterprise which is to exploit the progress 
and possibilities of the negro, and which may have a far-reaching 
effect in stimulating racial pride and racial consciousness. 

The Constitution has previously expressed itself in favor of the 
project. Our one reservation was that the exposition should stress 
the practical and not the theoretical side of negro achievement and 
the negro’s need. Of those things which revolve around hypothesis, 
and which help a scant 10 per cent of the race, there is a surplusage. 
There is little enough said and done touching the factors that may 
fit the great unequipped 90 per cent for the tasks that now go 
begging.

THE PINE BEETLE 


Warfare Shoulc Not Be Con- 
tinued After May 1—Much 
Good ‘ Accemplished. 


Dr, A. D. Hopkins, in charge of forest 
insect investigations for the bureau 
of entomology, United States depart- 
ment of agriculture, has issued a final 
warning in an effort to control the 
Southern pine beetle. which has been 
responsible for the death of an appal- 
ling amount of merchantable pine in 
the last two years. 

Dr. Hopkins anounces that it will 
be safe to destroy the infested trees 
up to May 1, after which time any 
cutting of living or dead pine timber 
Will only aggravate the evil. 

The beetles spend the winter in the 
bark of the pine trees which are dying 
and on which some pine needles still 
remain. This bark should be destroved 
by burning before May 1. Dead trees 
from Which the needles have fallen 
rray be totally disregarded; the beetles 
have left them. Neither is it necessary 
to burn the tops or Lranches, as the 
beetles stick to the main trunk. 

Ik. KB. Mason, entomological assistant, 
branch of forest insects, who was in 
charge of the campaign against the 
southern pine beetle in the south At- 
lantic and gulf states during the past 
Bunmimer, is now in Atlanta.
